Merchants 
impatient 
for parking 
meter fix

Although Town staff seem to 
think most parking issues in the 
downtown core have been 
resolved, merchants are becom¬ 
ing increasingly frustrated and 
impatient that die problems that 
plague visitors trying to pay at 
meters are not going away. 

Ruth Aspinall, long-time 
owner of a Queen St. restaurant 
and store, says she's had enough 
of tourists who come in to yell at 
her because they are having 
problems paying at parking 

I can t tell you how many 
people say they're leaving and 
never coming back because 
they're frustrated," she says. "And 
I'm not the only one hearing 
that." 

Tourists "are angry at me and 
my staff and there is nothing we 
can do about it. They yell at us 
like it's our fault, but we didn't 
create this problem and there's 
nothing we can do to fix it." 

The Town doesn't seem to be 
in much of a hurry to fix it—al¬ 
though town staff have said most 
problems have been resolved, 
she hasn't seen any improve¬ 
ment, she says.

Three more chances to 
meet election candidates

The St Davids Ratepayers Association 
has organized an all-candidates meet¬ 
ing to be held at the Lions Club on York 
Rd. Thursday, Oct. 9. 

Doors open at 6 p.m., with the meet¬ 
ing beginning at 6:30 p.m. under the 
direction of the event chairman, A1 
Steip. 

Mayoral, town council and district 
school board trustees for the Oct. 27 
municipal election have been invited to 
speak and will be asked pre-submitted 
questions chosen by the chairman. 

There will be time allowed for indi¬ 
vidual discussions at the end of the 
official portion of the meeting, says sec¬ 
retary Greg Walker, and both regional 
council candidates have been invited to 
attend, but have not been allocated 
time to speak. 

The ratepayers association has sub¬ 
mitted a list of six issues to the candi¬ 
dates that are particularly important to 
St. Davids voters, he said - at the top of 
the list, the ongoing costly grinder pump 
issue, and public transit for the village. 

The NOTL Chamber of Commerce 
has a long history in town of hosting 
well-organized all-candidates meetings 
for elections at all levels of government, 
and this election will follow a similar 
format to past years. It will be held 
Thursday, OcL 16 at the community 

The only change from the 2010 
municipal elections, says Chamber 
director Janice Thomson, is that school 
trustee candidates representing all 
Niagara boards will be invited to the 
community centre for a meet-and-greet 
style meeting at 5 p.m. That gives voters 
a chance to speak to the trustee of the 
board they’re supporting. 


The meeting for candidates running 
for lord mayor, regional and municipal 
council will begin with an opportunity 
for residents to submit written ques¬ 
tions at 6 p.m., with the meeting portion 
beginning at 6:30 p.m. 

Thomson says the format will allow 
for specific questions to the incum¬ 
bents, to allow for accountability, and a 
separate set of questions for those hop¬ 
ing to earn a seat at the council table for 
the first time. 

TheQueenstonResidentsAssodation 
also traditionally holds an all-candi¬ 
dates meeting, and theirs will be at the 
Queenston Library Monday, Oct. 20, 
with a format that allows direct ques¬ 
tions from the public to the candidates. 

Only mayoral, regional and munici¬ 
pal council candidates are involved - 
school trustee candidates cannot be 
accommodated, says meeting modera¬ 
tor Rob Copeland. 

Doors open at 6 p.m. The meeting 
begins at 7 p.m., with each candidate 
given time to speak, followed by a ques¬ 
tion period for members of the audi¬ 
ence to address candidates. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake elects eight 
municipal councillors, and seven 
incumbents are running for re-election: 
Maria Bau-Coote, Jim Collard, Dennis 
Dick, Terry Flynn, Jamie King, Martin 
Mazza and Gary Zalepa Jr. 

Andrea Kaiser is not seeking another 

Bill Auchterlonie, Bill Cowie, Betty 
Disero, Don MacDougall, Paolo Miele, 
Kenn Moody, Sandra O’Connor and 
Maria Rekrut and John Wiens, are hop¬ 
ing to earn a seat at the NOTL council 
table. 

Dave Eke will face off against Pat 
Darte for the job of lord mayor, and 
Gary Burroughs and Dave Lepp are 
vying for the one NOTL seat at regional 
council.

“I see no indication that 
it’s getting better. And I’m 
tired of apologizing on 
behalf of the Town. I can’t 
do that any more.” 

When people become 
frustrated and decide not 
to return to town, it hurts 
everyone - not just the win¬ 
eries, stores, theatre and 
restaurants, but every tax¬ 
payer in town. 

"Queen St. has a huge 
tax base.” 

The issues with the new 
meters, which cost the 
Town $500,000, were 
thought to be caused by a 
connectivity problem that 
was causing U.S. credit 
cards to be declined. Then, 


when visitors would try to 
pay with change, the 
machines would only take 
new coins - anything that 
was at all scratched or worn 
would be rejected. 

By September, the Town 
said those issues had been 
resolved, and the majority 
of the transactions were 
going through. 

Janice Thomson, execu¬ 
tive director of the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce, 
has been pleading with the 
town to fix the problems 
with the meters for months. 
And she agrees with 
Aspinall - they are still not 


complaints as there were 
before the Labour Day 
weekend, when the meters 
were supposed to be fixed. 

“It’s as if that never hap¬ 
pened, and I can’t find out 
why," she said. 

She was meeting with 
Town staff Wednesday to 
see what has happened in 
the meantime, and what 
can be done to fix the prob¬ 
lems that are driving away 


tourists. 

Dawn Mclnnis, spokes¬ 
person for the Town, says 
“several firmware upgrades 
have been made over the 
last few weeks, and the 
coins don’t seem be an 
issue at this point.” 

The new meters always 
did accept major American 
credit cards, she said. 

“However, we think 
there is an issue with pre¬ 


paid credit cards (Visa and 
Mastercard). These are 
used more frequently by 
U.S. visitors than 
Canadians. We hope to 
have this resolved by 
week’s end." 

Finally, she said, “we 
believe we've resolved the 
connectivity problem." 

And if there is an issue 
with connectivity, she says, 
the machines have now 


been reprogrammed to tell 
people. “That helps us 
determine it is a connec¬ 
tion problem as opposed 
to an issue with the credit 

But the solution, until 
the machines are fixed, is 
simple, says Thomson. 

“I wish they would just 
bag the meters, and then 
we wouldn’t have people 
going away frustrated.”

When emails create fear, best to take a second look 


I received an email 
from a friend with an 
urgent message recendy.

culating the email from 
Iraq, and asking for sup¬ 
port to rally a response. 

The message began 
“Please forward this to 


your friends and family 
for urgent prayer.” I’m 
normally quick to delete 
anything that tells me to 
forward a message 
because I don’t like to 
spread Internet gossip. 
Yet, I read on. 

The message contin¬ 
ued: “A friend just got a 
text message from her 
brother ...” This was 
another “flag” of my skep¬ 
tical caution as the mes¬ 
sage did not identify the 
original writer. 

All of us have been 
hearing news reports from 
Iraq and Syria, of ISIS 
members killing people. 
There are campaigns to 
rally public opinion for 


military response specifi¬ 
cally to stop violence like 
this from occurring. The 
message I received spe¬ 
cifically described vio¬ 
lence to children, causing 
an emotional reaction of 
sorrow and fear. 

While my skepticism 
was high the email 
seemed to have credibili¬ 
ty, and urgency. So I 
decided to search for an 
alternate source of the 
message. An international 
organization was named 
in the email, yet I could 
find no web site associat¬ 
ed to it. Upon further 
searching I did find a sim¬ 
ilarly named organiza¬ 
tion, and after more prob¬ 


ing located a statement 
that is along the line of a 
disclaimer. 

As with other Internet 
messages, this one had a 
bit of truth, dramatic 
enough to make it seem 
real yet had been changed 
significantly so as to be a 
false claim. For one, a 
small part of the story 
occurred several months 
earlier, and was never 
intended to become ‘pub¬ 
lic.’ The organization was 
surprised that false infor¬ 
mation had gone viral. 
This brings to mind the 
ancient saying: “In war, 
truth is the first casualty.” 

I don’t blame well-in¬ 
tentioned people for cir¬ 


culating what appeared to 
be an urgent message. 
The news reports of vio¬ 
lence occurring in that 
part of the world are cause 
for concern. 

Yet because of the emo¬ 
tions this story created for 
me and others I decided 
to write about it as a note 
of caution. 

We all deserve to know, 
by name, the sources of 
information that seek to 
shape our opinions and 
call for our action. 

Then maybe, just 
maybe, we would have a 
bit less violence in the

Fire destroys Lailey garage

A fire at the Lailey Vineyard 
on the Niagara River Parkway in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Monday 
destroyed a garage, with limited 
damage to an adjoining cold 
storage building. 

Winery staff saw flames and 
called 911 at about 11:30 a.m., 
and a quick response from the 
NOTL fire department’s Old 
Town, Virgil and St. Davids fire 
stations saved the Lailey home, 
just a few meters away from the 
garage, and the winery. 

The garage was being used 
mostly for storage, says NOTL 
Fire Chief Alex Burbidge, and 
although there was little left of 
that comer of the building or its 


contents, and a truck parked 
nearby, it was too soon to say 
what was in the garage, the 
cause of the fire or to put a dol¬ 
lar value on the damage, he 
said. 

Fortunately a fire hydrant 
was located at the road right 
beside the entrance to the vine¬ 
yard and made fighting the 
blaze a little easier than it could 
have been, he said. 

Keeping the firefighters 
hydrated on a hot day is always 
a challenge, he said, but there 
were enough volunteers on the 
scene to spell each other, and 
lots of water to help them cool 
off, Burbidge said. 

David Lailey, one of the win¬ 
ery partners, was taken to the 
hospital with mild smoke inha- 

Lailey and his wife Donna 
were both teachers who took 
over the family farm in 1970 
from David's parents, who had 
been farming fruit trees and a 


of selling grapes to wineries, the 
Laileys began processing their 
crop to sell to home winemak¬ 
ers, and in 2000, became part¬ 
ners with winemaker Derek 
Barnett and his wife Judith, 
opening the winery. 

Wine production originally 
took place in the cold storage 
area of the building adjoining 
the garage, but in recent years 
moved to a new building which 
also houses the retail winery. 

The cold storage area usually 
holds a significant amount of 
wine, but in recent days, staff 
has been clearing out last year’s 
bottles to make room for this 
year’s vintage, otherwise that 
building would have been full. 
As it was, only a few bottles 
were damaged by water, not by 
the fire, said Burbidge. 

Donna Lailey was the first 
Grape ‘Queen’ in 1991, and 
Barnett was named Ontario 
Winemaker of the Year in 2000. 


Tim Hortons aids fire department 


When Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Fire Chief Alex Burbidge gets a 
fire call, he calls the local Tim 
Hortons. 

Whether volunteer firefight¬ 
ers are going out in the middle 
of a winter’s night when tem¬ 
peratures are below freezing or 
on a scorching summer after¬ 
noon, they need fuel to help 
them do their job, and the fire 
department has worked out an 
arrangement with the two cof¬ 
fee shops to help out. 

The two in town, on Glendale 
at one end and Mary St. at the 


other, are open 24 hours, “which 
is why the arrangement works 
so well for us,” says Burbidge. 

"We call, they bump us to the 
head of the line, and one of their 
staff goes in the back to start 
making sandwiches. It takes 
about 20 minutes for them to 
put together our order - hot cof¬ 
fee at night, cold water and pop 
on a hot day, and turkey sand¬ 
wiches. We don't need anything 
fancy, we just need something 
with lots of protein, so they put 
in a little lettuce and tomato and 
a whole lot of turkey, and that 


suits our purposes. It’s what the 
guys want and it’s what they 

During Monday’s fire at the 
Lailey Vineyard on the Niagara 
River Parkway, 27 firefighters 
went through three cases of 
water, some pop and several 
sandwiches, he said. 

The food is paid for by the 
Town, and it’s an arrangement 
that works well for both the cof¬ 
fee shops and the fire depart¬ 
ment, says Burbidge.

Burgeoning group 
in NOTL attracting 
beginners

It's an instrument that makes 
people feel good. Toe-tapping, body- 
swaying, can’t-stop-smiling kind of 
good. 

Or maybe it’s the people who are 
playing the instrument. 

The Ukesters - a group of people 
who meet weekly to learn the uke- 
lele and play together - have almost 
70 members signed up, and perform 
whenever they’re invited. 

They don’t ask for a fee - they 
don’t consider themselves quite up 
to that standard yet - but they’re get¬ 
ting there. 

They’ve been playing as a group 
for about two and a half years, says 
instructor Doug Widdicombe. He 
and a fellow ukester, Alan Ash, both 
residents of the Village in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, went to hear a weekly 
jam session of ukuleles in a Toronto 
bar a while ago, and were so 
impressed, decided to organize 
something similar in Niagara. 

First it was friends and neighbors, 
and now they have members from 
across Niagara and from Buffalo, 
N.Y., ages eight to 92. 

Widdicombe offers beginners’ 


lessons in his home Wednesday eve¬ 
nings, and Sunday afternoons, those 
who have moved on from the early 
stages meet at the community cen¬ 
tre. And as people hear about them, 
they are getting more and more calls 
to perform. 

Last week, some of the Ukesters 
played for the Newcomers’ Club at 
the Community Centre. They also 
performed at last June’s Strawberry 
Festival, and were invited to enter¬ 
tain in the wine cellar at Jackson- 
Triggs Estate Winery, at a $200 a 
plate fundraiser, he said. 

And once a month, they play 
Sunday afternoons at the SandTrap. 

“Every Wednesday night we have 
seven to 10 people show up - people 
who don’t know the first thing about 
music. Some of them have never 
picked up an instrument,” says 
Widdicombe. 

“They can learn very quickly. 
After one lesson, they can play a 
song. In three weeks, they’re playing 
Something by the BeaUes, and after 
about two months, they’ll have a 
repertoire of about 10 songs, songs 
that everyone knows and enjoys. 
That really builds up confidence." 

Playing at the SandTrap is also a 
confidence-booster, he says. 

“It’s an open-mic time for us. Last 
week we had members who had had 
seven weeks worth of lessons at the 
most and they step up to the micro¬ 
phone and perform in front of 30 
people, and everybody’s having a lot 
of fun. That’s really encouraging.”

A ukulele is small, easy to 
hold and easy to learn, he 
says. He doesn’t teach his 
students to read music - he 
teaches them chords.

A baby’s teething habits grew into a 
cutting-edge home business for this 
Niagara-on-the-Lake mom. 

About 18 months ago, Sarah Leplae 
got the spark for Chic Mammas Inc. 
when dealing with with the grabbing 
and hand-to-mouth habits of infant 
son Cian. 

“It all came about rather organical¬ 
ly,” said Leplae. "I wasn’t looking for 
die product myself, but I did have a 
problem with my son ... who’d play 
with my jewelry. 

Mom said it was an amusing habit 
and it entertained her litde one. 

“But he'd also put it in his mouth, 
and one time a little piece had broken 
off,” said Leplae, 37, who’s had a past 
career in corporate wellness. 

She soon learned that many moms 
she knew had the same problem, and a 
number of them had to stop wearing 
jewelry. 

Concerns about choking, toxins and 
broken pieces led her and others to 
ditch the bling. 

In a conversation with her sister she 
wondered if there was a way to create 
pieces that "still look like real jewelry 
and is also safe with a baby.” 

That led to research into non-toxic 
materials and a "long journey to find a 
proper prototype.” 

From that came a stylish line of 
baby-safe jewelry that includes teeth¬ 
ing necklaces, nursing necklaces and 
bracelets. 

The product is entirely made of a 
silicone that is gentle soft on babies’ 
mouths and teeth and is appropriate 
as a sensory tool for the infant.

Chic is non-toxic and free of addi¬ 
tives like BPA, PVC, phthalates, cad¬ 
mium or lead. 

It also has a variety of colours and 
styles, no detachable parts and can 
easily be washed. 

"I wanted to make sure moms actu¬ 
ally wanted to wear it,” said Leplae who 
made use of focus groups through the 
products' development. 

"And I noticed a couple on the mar¬ 
ket already, but they looked like a 
teether that was on a string. I was hop- 

and fun,” said Leplae, who has a sec¬ 
ond baby Regan and on this day was 
wearing a “Chic” turquoise necklace 
and black bracelet. 

She incorporated last summer and 
has marketed Chic by “talking to 
moms, going to retailers and showing 
the product.” 

About 20 retailers across Canada 
have already picked up her product 
line, including the prominent chain 
Babies 'R' Us. Her offerings include a 
lineup of kids jewelry called Bella! This 
fall she plans to roll out nursing covers 
for mothers.

Meanwhile, the Chic line has also 
won a “Parent Tested, Parent Approved” 
award for 2014. 

Leplae is asked about the biggest 
challenges of running an at-home 
business. “It’s time ... and finding that 
balance,” she said, adding her husband 
Chris Doyle has also been a major 
help. 

“This is about making sure I’ve still 
got the time I need with my kids, and (I 
know) some other stuff just falls by the 
wayside.”

“We truly rely on our supporters to donate, which will allow us 
to continue our life-saving program,” he said. “We are looking for the public to help us with donations.” 
He said the shelter is not just looking for financial contributions, either. “We are always in need of canned 
animal food, whether it be cat, kitten or dog.” Gently used towels, Utter and small animal suppUes, such 
as food, toys and bedding, are other items the shelter is in need of, he said. For more information on cat 
adoption or making a donation, call the shelter at 905-682-0767.
